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How much do hot-air 
balloons cost? 

As you might expect, hot-air balloons are 
not cheap. The simplest balloon system 
costs about $15,000, but the price can be 
driven up rather quickly with a customized 
balloon. Special-shaped balloons can cost 
between $50,000 to $75,000. 


What are hot-air balloons 
made of? 

The air bag, or envelope, is constructed of 
a highly durable rip-stop nylon or polyester 
fabric coated with polyurethane, which 
makes it airtight and protects it from the 
sun’s rays. A framework of ropes (nylon 
wedding) is sewn into the fabric and 
absorbs most of the tension. The basket is 
made out of wicker, which is a very flexible 
and lightweight material that provides good 
shock absorption— an important factor for 
safe landings! 


How big are the balloons 
in the Great Reno Balloon 


Race? 
Balloons come in all different sizes, but 


the standard measurements range from 
what is called an AX-1] to an AX-10. An 
AX-7 for example has an air capacity of 
77,000 cubic feet and can carry up to 
two or three passengers. When fully 
inflated even the smallest balloons at 
the event stand between 50 to 60 feet 
from the base to the top. 


Why do ballooning and 


champagne go together? 

It is a tradition that dates back to the 
first balloon flights. When balloons first 
landed in farmer's fields, the farmers 
were afraid of these large, strange 
objects. Pilots started carrying cham- 
pagne as a sign of amnesty and friend- 
ship to calm the farmers. 


What makes the balloon 
take off? 


The bag, or envelope, is laid out flat on the 
ground and cold air is pumped into it. The 
bottom opening of the balloon is then held 
open and the air is heated with a propane 
gas burner until the envelope rises. Crew 
members hold the basket down until the 
required temperature is reached (212 
degrees). The balloon will then usually rise 
at this juncture. The colder it is outside, the 
less heat is needed to make the balloon 
tise, This is one of the reasons why the 
Great Reno Balloon Race is held in the 
mornings. 


Is there anything different 


about Dawn Patrol balloons? 
Beside the skill the pilot must have to fly in 
dark conditions, the only other difference is 
that navigational lights below their baskets 
must be flashing. 
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How do I get a ride during : 
the Great Reno Balloon 


Race? 


To be a part of the excitement, become a 
sponsor.

Help the pilots out by not stepping on 
the balloon material and please 
move if instructed to do so by a pilot, 
crewmember or launch director. 


Be aware of your location so you're 
not interfering with crew duties. 


Do not smoke around the balloons. 
Beside the obvious flammable prop- 
erties of propane, cigarette cherries 
damage balloons. These factors not 
only create a real danger to the 
pilots once they are in the air, but it 
also endangers others who are 
nearby.

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The Hare & Hound 
Competition: Hunting 
Balloon-Style 


It takes a bit of imagination to under- 
stand where this competition gets its 
name. Modeled after the English sport 
of freeing a rabbit, giving it a head- 
start and then unleashing a pack of 
canines to hunt it down, the balloon 
sport is a considerably less dire for the 
hare. Having two pig-shaped balloons 
act as the hare is wonderfully repre- 
sentative of how different the two simi- 
larly-named sports are. 


In the Great Reno Balloon Race’s Mass 
Ascension, the hounds are the 100 or 
so balloons and the hares are Wells 
Fargo’s flying pigs, Li’l Buck and Miss 
Penny. The first hare launches before 
all the other competition balloons. This 
hare will make its way to an undeter- 
mined target area. Approximately 15 
minutes later, the second Wells Fargo 
hare balloon will launch. After landing 
in a safe area, each hare balloon 
places a target on the ground for the 
balloonists to navigate toward. All of 
the other mass ascension balloons, or 
hounds, begin the hunt only after 
each pilot is signaled by the launch 
Officials to begin. 


When a hound reaches a target area, 
the pilot throws a marker as close to 
the bulls-eye as possible. The closest 
toss to the center of the target at the 
end of the day receives the most 
points for that day. This is the end 
result of a balloon-style hunt. 


The Hare & Hound competition contin- 
ues in the same manner throughout 
the event. Each day the pilots accu- 
mulate points. After the last day, the 
pilot with the most accumulative 
points wins! This is where keen naviga- 
tional skills come into importance. 
Wind currents usually change between 
the time the hares launch and the 
time the hounds launch, A miscalcula- 
tion can result in a miss by miles! 

The Hare & Hound competition occurs 
each day of the Balloon Race. Our 
thanks to Wells Fargo for sponsoring 
the hares and the Mass Ascension. 


Community Launch: 
Navigational Savvy with the 
Fly In Task 


To an unfamiliar fan, the Great Reno 
Balloon Race may seem over once alll 
of the balloons leave Rancho San 
Rafael Park. Take a look behind you 
and wait: you'll be witness to a skillful 
display of balloon navigation coming 
your way! 


During the Community Launch, pilots 
launch their balloons from a one- to 
two-mile radius around the park. This 
spot could be a road, a parking lot or 
even someone’s yard (with permission 
of course). In this competition, which 
is currently more formally referred to as 
Fly In Task (FIT), pilots and their crew 
become interactive with the commu- 
nity. The sight of billowing, colorful 
giants rising above northwest Reno 
spreads the excitement of the Balloon 
Race beyond the boundaries of the 
park, 


Pilots know when to launch by listening 
to 780 KOH, the official radio station of 
the Great Reno Balloon Race. Once 
the Launch Director gives the com- 
mand to KOH, the radio station notifies 
the FIT pilots that their competition has 
begun. Balloonists then begin to skill- 
fully maneuver their way to the pas- 
ture of Rancho San Rafael Park where 
an “X" has been placed on the 
ground as a target. Community 
Launch pilots do not have the luxury of 
examining the flight path of other 
pilots (as in the Hare & Hound compe- 
tition). Spectators will be impressed 
with the skill required to reach the des- 
ignated point. These balloons 
approach the park between 7:30 a.m. 
and 10:00 a.m. each morning and are 
identifiable in the air by the colored 
streamers hanging from their baskets. 
The pilot who tosses his or her marker 
closest to the target wins the race for 
that day. The shortest accumulated 
distance over the three days of the 
competition wins the overall FIT com- 
petition. 


So remember, the most impressive fly- 
ing will be seen by the savvy specta- 
tors with patience who wait for the 
Community Launch. 


Balloon Blackjack 
Tournament: The Biggest 
Little City’s Biggest Card 


Game 

Part of the Reno experience is the thrill 
of winning big on a Megabucks slot 
machine or on the green felt of a 
blackjack table. Gaming continues to 
be the area’s number-one industry 
and for a fourth year we've imple- 
mented a Balloon Blackjack 
Tournament to get casino-style action 
airborne during the event.

This tournament is eligible to all pilots 
and takes place directly after both the 
Community Launch and Mass 
Ascension on Saturday and Sunday. 
Pilots are given two extra beanbags to 
throw at several giant 4-foot playing 
cards. The Blackjack competition, 
played like the real card game, offers 
additional excitement for the balloon- 
ists and pure enjoyment for the spec- 
tators, 


So, stay around and enjoy one of the 
Balloon Race’s best features. It is sure 
to be a successful event once again 
this year... you can bet on it. 


Pole Grab: Fly by for Prizes 
Like the Balloon Blackjack Tournament, 
the Pole Grab, known as the Key Grab 
in the past, is an opportunity for pilots 
and sponsors to win more prizes. The 
object of this game is for the pilot to fly 
by a pole that has a prize suspended 
from it, and grab the prize using only 
his/her hands. The Pole Grab is anoth- 
er fun event at the Great Reno Balloon 
Race giving the pilots and sponsors 
more opportunities to win exciting 
prizes!

Many would say that a 
small group of thoughitul citizens is the 
reason the Great Reno Balloon Race 
has remained one of the biggest and 
brightest events in Reno for 22 years. 
Keeping this event free for the commu- 
nity year after year is no doubt a labor 
of love.

Many aspects of the Balloon Race, 
including maintenance of the park 
grounds, traffic control, and selling of 
our Official Programs requires the assis- 
tance of benevolent volunteers.

WCSR is a volunteer group of men and 
women who work in conjunction with 
the sheriff's department in all aspects 
of search and rescue and offer assis- 
tance throughout the community.

Another service provider at the event 
each year is the Boy Scout Troop #168, 
who is responsible for the trash and 
recycling management at the event.

Pat Irwin has been to every 
Great Reno Balloon Race 
since its inception in 1982.

Just like we always thought it would 
happen some day, Ron Rosepink 
flew off into the wild, blue yonder on 
June 28. That was the last time any- 
one has seen him. Ron has been 
competing at the Great Reno 
Balloon Race for more than ten 
years. He had the most wins of any 
pilot participating in the Community 
Launch competition. 


Ron, aman who enjoyed excite- 
ment, took a paraglider flight in the 
Black Mountain area of Kern County 
in California and has been missing 
ever since. The area Was searched 
by the Kern County Sheriff's 
Department, the Civil Air Patrol and 
his fellow balloonists for weeks after 
Ron was declared missing. The ter- 
rain is mountainous with dense shrub 
and forest with high trees. Ron has 
not been found at the writing of this 
article. 5 
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Ron, 46, was a USAF Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Active Reserves. He 
was often at Edwards Air Force Base 
where he was a test pilot, flying F- 
16’s and chase in the F-22 program. 
He is considered an icon in the bal- 
looning community. 


For anyone who kept track of the 
competition at the Great Reno 
Balloon Race, Ron Rosepink was 
always in the winners’ circle. “Ron 
and his skill as a balloonist was 
always exciting to watch,” said Ron 
Smith, who announces the event. “If 
anyone could get to the target at 
the park, Ron could.” The 
Community Launch takes a highly 
skilled balloon pilot whose task is to 
go out each morning, analyze the 
weather and wind currents and 
select a cooperative launch loca- 
tion. 


Ron’s long-time sponsors Phil and 
Lorraine Olsson considered Ron and 
his wife as family. “Ron was a deter- 
mined young man with a great 
sense of humor,” said Phil. “He was 
highly dedicated to whatever task 
he took on, whether it be ballooning 
or flying F16’s. He loved the Great 
Reno Balloon Race and made the 
event fun for all of us.” 


Ron Rosepink is survived by his wife 
Debbie, and his son and daughter. 
The family lives in Englewood, Colo. 


The ballooning community will say 
goodbye to Ron on Friday morning 
of the event in a special ceremony. 
We wish we didn’t have to.

The Great Reno Balloon Race’s official 
photographer, Fred Cornelius, has only 
been capturing the beauty and the 
essence of the event for a few years, 
but has been taking pictures for much 
longer. 


Fred has been working in the field of 
photography for over 30 years. His 
extensive portfolio contains familiar 
northern Nevada images of events 
such as the Reno Rodeo, National Air 
Races and the Great Reno Balloon 
Race. Additionally, he is continually 
expanding his stock of advanced digi- 
tal technology to provide extra clarity 
and rich color to his photographs. 


In comparing this event to others he 
attends year after year, Fred particu- 
larly enjoys the Balloon Race’s crowd 
of spectators, which he has seen grow 
immensely from his first Balloon Race 
experience. “I like the audience and 
crowd interaction...especially the kids 
at the Balloon Race,” Fred states. For 
any spectators seeking advice from 
the experienced photographer, Fred 
explains that the most common mis- 
take is using too low film speed to 
capture the instant beauty of the 
dawn patrol and shooting balloon 
images toward the light when the sun 
rises, which usually only creates a sil- 
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TIPS FOR THE “PERFECT” PICTURE 


houette of the image. Below are 
some additional photographing rec- 
ommendations to help you create 
that perfect picture. 


Film Speed. 

Capturing the beauty and color of the 
balloons can be accomplished with 
100 speed film in the daylight during 
the Mass Ascension and Hare & Hound 
competition. Since the balloons are 
moving at a slow rate and the natural 
light can illuminate the vibrant colors, 
100 or 200 speed film will create good 
image quality for your photographs. ~ 


During the Dawn Patrol, though, a 
higher film speed must be used to 
capture the amazing light set off by 
the contrasting and surrounding dark- 
ness. Additionally, a tripod support is 
instrumental in capturing the image 
and Fred jokingly points out- “leaning 
your camera on your buddy’s back 
doesn’t count.” 


The Lighting. 

As the morning sunlight rises behind 
the Sierra Mountains the rays change 
from an orange glow to natural day- 
light. “The morning light is often cold 
and hard,” Fred says, “but if the color 
temperature is right it can create a 
warm glow and beautiful shot includ- 


ing the balloons fully illuminated by the 
sun‘s rays.” 


Front Lighting: shooting toward 
the west, when the sun shines over 
your shoulder, is the best option for any 
basic photographer. 


Side Lighting: To get more cre- 
ative, allow the sun to shine across 
your image to capture the mix of 
shadows and colors. 


The perfect image is in the eye of the 
beholder. Fred points out that it basi- 
cally comes down to being aware of 
the balloons and spectators when 
deciding just where and at what angle 
to start shooting with your camera, For 
Fred, “nothing is planned.” 

Go with the flow of the balloons and 
follow clusters of balloons to add 
dimension and interest to your photo. 


Now that you have learned the 
basics—don't forget to enter your best 
photographs into the 2004 Amateur 
Photo Contest.
